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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant states that claim 18 has been amended to correct and obvious technical error. The 
examiner does not agree that this is the case. It appears that (original) claim 18 is based on the 
composition produced in the process prepared in Example 4 of the instant specification 
comprising the oligomerization of 3,4-epoxy-l-butene. The examiner does not find any process 
or discussion of the oligomerization of dihydroxybutane. 

Regarding claim 19, Applicant states that the claim has been amended to incorporate the subject 
matter of claim 18 as well as make an editorial change. However, it is not clear what the metes 
and bounds of this claim are. Incorporation of the subject matter of 18 would appear to make it a 
composition. If this is the case, it is not clear what the difference between these two claims 
would be. Also, the (amended) claim recites "A monomer comprising a mixture of sulfonated 
3,4-dihydroxybutane, sulfonated 1,4-dihydroxybutane and oligomers of dihydroxybutate [sic] 
..." This combination of components, including oligomers, is a monomer?
